Em aciated by her lon g fast

able appearan ce.

a mov emen t, which charg ed Presiden t 
Frederick A. Bu rn ham, of that com­ 
pan y , with m ism an ag em en t an d de­ 
man ded his remov al. 
The charg es also reflected u pon Mr. 
Eldredg e’s m an ag em en t as v ice presi­ 
den t, an d threat was made to ask for 
the appoin tm en t of a receiv er for the 
compan y . 
En g ag ed in this mov emen t of the 
policy holders also was J. S. Hoffeck- 
er, a form er au ditor of the compan y , 
w^ho had been dismissed, or who had 
resig n ed.

The witn ess had prev iou sly stated 
that a part of a report made by Isaac 
Van derpool, an ex am in er of the New 
York in su ran ce departm en t, after an 
ex amin ation , in 18 9 9 , was elimin ated 
after a hearin g before the In su ran ce 
departm en t an d before it w'as placed 
on file.

Candy boxes of any desired size can 
be pu rchased at a box factory, or 
boxes covered with the art crepe pa­ 
per, sold at so reasonable prices now­ 
adays. make attractive receptacles. A 
bolt of crimson baby ribbon, a few 
sprigs of holly and several sheets of 
white tissu e paper will enable a dain­ 
ty package to be sent from one’s home. 
In packing the candies it is wise to
